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SUMMARY 


Dobek:  Army  Barracks  is  located  in  the 
northern  outskirts  of  Do  be  I e and  is  probably 
associated  with  Dobele  Army  Barracks  North- 
west and  Dobele  Military  draining  Area,  both 
of  which  are  located  approximately  5 kilometers 
(km)  northwest  of  this  installation. 

This  installation  covers  approximately  250 
acres  and  contains  34  barracks/administration 


buildings,  T-*  storage  buildings,  9 vehicle  stor- 
age/maintenance buildings,  12  probable  support 
buildings,  and  a small-arms  range. 

hour  KI.YHUl.h  MISSIONS  of  intcrpretable 
quality  between  June  1.962  and  June  L964  were 
used  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.  Com- 
parative analysis  reveals  no  significant  changes 
at  this  installation  during  that  period. 


DDSCRITTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

This  installation  is  served  by  the  single 
track  .lelgava-Saldus  rail  line.  A rail  spur 
serves  a military  storage  urea  located  on  the 
southern  boundary  of  the  installation. 

Road  Service 

Primary  and  secondary  roatls  from  Dobele 
serve  l he  urea. 

Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D contains  4 L-shaped,  multistory 
barracks/administration  buildings,  3 L- shaped, 
multistory  barracks,  10  multistory  barracks, 
7 single  story  administration  buildings,  8 prob- 
able quarters,  and  L0  support:  buildings. 

General  Storage  Areas 

Area  Li  contains  5 general  storage  build- 
ings in  Lite  vicinity  of  a rail  spur.  Supplies  and 


equipment  can  be  off  loaded  In  this  area  and 
either  stored  here  or  transported  across  the  road 
hi  the  storage  area  within  the  installation. 

Area  L2  eontains  L4  probable  storage  build- 
ings of  various  sizes. 

equipment  Siorage/Maintenanco  Area 

Area  J contains  2 administration  buildings, 
six  280-  by  55-foot  vehicle  storage  buildings,  one 
350-  by  55-foot  vehicle  storage  building,  one 
200-  by  40- foot  maintenance  building,  one  100- 
by  40-foot  maintenance  building,  and  I support: 
building'. 

Athletic  Field 

An  athletic  field  (l<)  is  located  in  Area  D. 

Small -Arms  Firing  Range 

Area  L.  contains  a 450-  by  50 -foot  small- 
arms  range.  A building  adjacent  to  the  range 
may  be  used  for  range  support  or  storage. 
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
